1. Short title and commencement — (1) These rules may 
be called the Export of Toilet Soaps (Inspection) Rules, 
1976. 

2. Definition. — In these rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires, 

(a) “Act” means the Export (Quality Control and Ins- 
pection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) ; 

(b) “agency” means any one of the agenoies established 
under section 7 of the Act at Cochin, Madras, Calcutta, 
Bombay and Delhi ; 

(c) “Toilet Soaps” means the toilet soaps throroughly 
saponified, milled soap or homogenized soap or both white 
or coloured, perfume and compressed hi the form of firm 
smooth cakes and shall possess good cleaning and latering 
properties. In addition to perfume and moisture, toilet soaps 
may contain only colouring matter, preservatives, medicaments 
superfatting agents and such additional substances as are dec- 
lared on the label. All the materials used shall be non-inju- 
rious in use with soap. 

3. Basis of Inspection. — Inspection of toilet soaps for 
export shall be carried out with a view to seeing that the 
toilet soaps conform to the specifications recognised by the 
Central Government under section 6 of the Act. 

4. Procedure of Inspection — (1) The exporter intending 
to export toilet soaps shall give intimation in writing of his 
intention so to do to the concerned agency and submit along- 
with such intimation a copy of the Export Contract or order 
to the nearest office of the agency to enable it to carry out 
inspection in accordance with rule 3. 

(2) Every intimation under sub-rule (1) shall be 
given not less than 7 days before the expected date of ship- 
ment, 

(3) On receipt of the intimation under sub-rule (2) 
the Agency shall cany out the inspection in accordance with 
rule-3 and instructions issued by the Council from time to 
time, 

(4) If after the inspection, the agency is satisfied that 
the consignment of toilet soaps meant for export complies 
with the tequirements of rule-3, it shall, wilhm seven days 
of the receipt of the intimation under sub-rule (2) issue a 
certificate to the exporter declaring the consignment as 
expoi tworthy :

Provided that where the agency is not so satisfied It shall, 
within the said period of seven days refuse to issue such 
certificate and communicate such refusal to the exporter 
along with the reasons therefor. 

5. Place of Inspection. — Every inspection under these rules 
shall be carried out either (a) at the premises of the manu- 
facturer of such pioduct or (b) at the premises at which 
the goods are offered by the exporter provided adequate 
facilities for the purpose exist 'therein. 

6. Inspection Fee. — Subject to a minimum of Rs. 50 for 
each consignment a fee at the rate of forty paise for every 
one hundred rupees of the F.O.B. value for each such con- 
signment shall be paid as inspection fee. 

7. Appeal. — (1) Any person aggrieved by the refusal 
of the agency to issue a certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 
4, May within ten days of the receipt of communication of such 
refusal by him, prefer an appeal to such panel of experts 
consisting of not less than three but not more than seven 
person,; as may be constituted by the Central Government for 
the purpose. 

(2) The panel of experts shall consist of at least two- 
third of non-officials of the total membership of the panel 
of experts. 

f3) The quorum for the panel of experts shall be three. 

(4) The appeal shall be disposed of by the panel of 
experts within fifteen days of its receipt.

AWARD 

This is a ltference made by the Government of India in 
the Ministiy of Laboui vide its aider No. 1,-22012/23/75- 
D Til (B) Dated 1 9th May, 1976 for the adiudication of the 
following industiinl dispute : 

‘‘Whether the action of the management of North Jhagra- 
khand Colliery of Western Coalfields limited. Post 
Office Jhagrakhand Colliery, Dislnct Suiguja 
(Madhva Pradesh) in luinsfcrimg Slin I. P. Sii- 
vastava Cleik fioni North Jhagrakhand Colliery to 
Bijttri Colliery vide then Order Number AGM(JKD)/ 
ACPO-145 /8194-8200 dated 12-7-1975 is proper and 
justified 

2. It is not disputed that North, South and West Jhagiakhand 
Colhcties were under a piivate ownei and vvete governed by 
ji common Standing Ordeis cer tilled under the Industrial 
Employment (Standing Orders) Act Clause 30 of that Stand- 
ing Orders lan as follows : — 

“All workmen me liable to be transferred from one 
department to another or from one station to 

another or fiom one colliers' to another undci the 
.same management piovided such tmnsfer docs not 
cause any piejudicc to ,heir wages and other con- 
ditions or service," 

Shri Jwala Prasad Slivastava had been in the employment 
of the eislwhile piivate ownei and his now completed about 
38 yeais of faithlul service nt North Jhagrakhand Colliery 
He was never bcfoic transfeircd to any othci collieiv even 
within Ihc group of the Noith. Soliih and West Ihagiakhand 
collieries, which as said above, vvcie governed by tile common 
management and common Standing Orders. 

3. In the year 1956 N C D. C. Ltd. was formed as Gov- 
ernment Controlled Company Bijnri Colliery was managed 
by the N C D.C. t td Hovvcvci, (h it Colliery was closed down 
in the year 1962 and was leopened on 1-1-1975. On 
31-1-1973 the management of Ihagiakhand Collicnes was 
taken ovci by the Government of India and since 1-^-1 973 
they stood nationalised. Recently N C D C I td has mci ged 
into Coal Tndia Ltd which in this region of Madhva Pradesh 
is being managed by the subsidiaiy Company known as 
Western Coalfields T td with its Headquai tci s at Nagpur 
The colliclies of Jhagrakhand group of colliciics fall within 
the jurisdiction of this Western Coalfields Ltd. and Com- 
ptise of the following collieries . 

1. North Jhagiakhand CoIhe>y 

2. West Jhagiakhand Collieiy 

3. South Jhagiakhand Collieiy 

4. Rajnngar Colliery. 

5. Ramnugai Colliery. 

6 Bijuri Colliery 

7. B. Seam Colliery. 


Thus under the picscnt management the Ihagrakhand gioup 
ol colliciies aie being administered by the Area General 
Manager of Jhagrakhand aiea of Western Coalfields Ltd. 
The tcims and conditions of scivice as they existed in the 
Jhagrakhand collieries with the private owners continued to 
govern the employees of those colliciies. When Bijuii colliery 
was sffuted the employees there vveic governed by separate 
terms and conditions of service 

4. Shri Jwala Piasad Srivastava, by a lettci No AGM 
(JKD) /ACPO- 145/8 194-8200 Dited 12th Julv, 1975 issued 
by the Superintendent o£,Mmes Jhagiakhand aiea. was ordered 
to be transfeued from Noith Jhagiakhand Collieiy to Bijuii 
Collieiy He was relieved fiom the duties at Noith Thngra- 
khund Colliery on 18-3-1975 by letter No M/J/3/257 
Dated 14th July, 1975. However, he did not join his assign- 
ment at Bijui i Colliery and made a represent ition to the 
management The management did not yield to the icqucst 
of Shu Jwala Prasad Slivastava an 1 hence he, as the Picsi- 
dent of the Jhagrakhand Woikers Union, refcricd the mattci 
to the Assistant Labour Commissioner who submitted a 
Laluie report to the Government resulting in this reference. 
Shii .Twain Prasad Srivastava was previously in I.N T.U.C. 
but due to some diffci dices he came out of (hat Union and 
stinted his own in the name of Jhagrakhand Workeis Union, 
He is the President of that Union and admittedly there me 
only a few members of that Union in the Npith Ihagiakhand 
Colliery. However, that Union is active and fighting for the 
claims oi the members It 'has been duly registered 

5 The case of Ihe Union is that according to the seivicc 
conditions with the private sectoi employers, which service 
conditions continued to govern the workmen undci Sec 14 
oi the Coal Mines Nationalisation Act when the Collieiy was 
taken ovei and nationalised, bis transfer could be possible 
only within the thiee collieries viz. North, South and West 
Jhagrakhand collieries and to no other unit. It disturbs the 
senior most position of Shii Jwaia Prasad Srivastava in North 
Thagral.hand Collieiy and adveisely affects the chances of his 
piomotion. The quartei offered to Shri Slivastava at Bijuri 
Collieiy has no water and electricity amenities and is not suit- 
able foi his status as against the quarter which he is occupy- 
ing at North Jhagrakhand Collieiy. This transfei order is 
therefore violative of the service conditions and is therefore 
illegal. The transfer is actuated wuh malice and amounts to 
unfair laboui piactice and victimization because the manage- 
ment is not pleased with the trade union activities of Shri 
Slivastava and wants to stall them by such a transfer. It is 
a colourable exercise of powers in as much as it intends to 
penalise Shri Slivastava foi hts legilimate trade union acti- 

v ltlCS. 

6 The management hiss alleged that in spite of its attempts 
to participate in the proceedings before the Assistant Labour 
Commissioner he proceeded exparte and submitted a failure 
report which was un-justified and against the spirit of the 
provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act. As there was no 
genuine attempt for a settlement it affected the validity of 
the reference. The Government did not apply its mind and 
acted mechanically because it referred a dispute between 
North Jhagiakhand Coalfields and Iheir workmen when in fact 
there is no such Coalfields in existence. There was no indust- 
rial dispute in existence because a dispute of trans- 
fer of an employee was not envisaged within the 
definition of Sec 2<k) of the Industrial Disputes Act, The 
reference needs no answer because the dispute as referred has 
no existence. The Union is alleged to be a paper union having 
no membetship substantial or sufficient number of woikeis 
are not interested in the matter and thus the individual d s- 
piffe of Shri Jwala Prasad Srivastava has not assumed the 
shape of industrial dispute. The validity of this reference has 
been challenged on this count as well. The management has 
tried to justify the transfer on grounds of the policy dictates 
of the Hon'ble Minister, administrative convenience and con- 
siderations of running the newly opend Bijuri Colliery in a 
proper way by experienced persons without resorting to fresh 
recruitment. It has also been alleged that the tmnsfer was in 
pursuance of the policy to piovidc for surplus available labour 
at the newly opened mines. The allegation of victimization, 
violation of the Standing Ordeis and malicious natuic of the 
transfei with a view to restrict genuine trade union activities 
have been denied. All facilities for the transfer were given 
to the empolyee. It is said that 300 employees were transferred 
and none except Shri J. P. Srivastava has raised un objection 
to it, 
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7. Management's attack on the validity of reference is five 
pronged. Firstly it is alleged that genuine and proper attempt 
to conciliate after following proper procedure giving due notice 
to conciliate uftei following proper procedure giving due notice 
reference according to the scheme of the Industrial Disputes 
Act. The contentio nhas no force. The observations of the 
Supreme Court in Niemla Textile Mills Ltd. Vs. State of 
Punjab (4 SCLJ 2212(2220-21) are a complete answer to it. 
The Supreme Court said at page 2220 that : 

“It follows front this survey of the relevant provisions 
of the Act that the different authorities constituted 
under the Act are set up with different ends in view 
and are invested with powers and duties necessary 
for the achievement of the purposes for which they 
are set up. The appropriate Govt is invested wilh 
a discretion to choose one or the other of the autho- 
rities for the purpose of investigation and settlement 
of industrial disputes and whether it sets up one 
authority or the other for the achievement of the 
desired ends depends upon its appraisal of the 
situation as it obtains in particular industry or estab- 
lishment “ 

Again on page 2221 it observed that : 

"If on the other hand the matter brooks no delay the 
appropriate Government may possibly refer the dis- 
pute to a Boatd of Conciliation before referring it tor 
adjudication or to an industrial Tribunal or may 
straightway refet it for adjudication by the Industrial 
Tribunal.” 


North Jhagrakhand Colliery and consequently the validity of 
reference remains unassailable on this count. 

11. Fourthly it is alleged that Transfer is not an industrial 
dispute. This again is a plea against a settled question — only 
a decorative unnecessary plea which should have been avoided 
in the interest of expeditious disposals. There are several 
cases in which Supreme Court has dealt with such industrial 
disputes of transfers. It is a dispute relating to the conditions 
of service as envisaged in the definition given in Sec. 2(k) 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. 

12. Lastly the management has challenged the validity of 
the reference on the giound that the sponsoring union has 
no membership worth the name, Shri J. P. Srivastava, is the 
President and he has in his own interest made the move as 
President of the Union without seeking the mandate of the 
members. The Union raised the plea in para 5 of the written 
statement that Shii J. P, Srivastava after falling out from 
INTUC formed this Jhagrakhand Workers Union which has been 
tegistered with the Registrar of Trade Unions. It is actively 
operating in Jhagrakhand Colliery for the last few years. 
There is no denial of these facts in (he written statement-eum- 
rejoindcr of the management, F.ven their own evidence goes 
to show that the union has about 54 members in Jhagrakhand 
Colliery as against the strength of about 1100 Labourers. 
Whatever the number the union has membership and 
there is evidence that it is actively taking up cases of gratuity 
etc. It is a registered Union. It is, therefore, not correct to 
say that it is a paper union simply because it is in minority. 
Its existence cannot be denied, 


8. The underlined part of the observation at page 2221 
clearly lays down that conciliation proceedings arc not the 
sine-qua-non for the validity of the reference made for in- 
dustrial adjudication to a Tiihunal. If such conciliation pro- 
ceedings arc not the essential prerequisites then the concilia- 
tion officer's alleged failure to strictly follow the formal pio- 
cedure reflects no adverse stigma on the reference based on 
such failure report, This Tribunal wi'l not go into the details 
of that procedure for coming to the conclusion that reference 
was valid. Moreover there is only a bare allegation of the 
management that the Asstt. Labour Commissioner promised 
to accommodate the ailing officer who was posted with facts, 
and yet proceeded ex-partc giving no furthei time. It has no 
legs to stand. The Union has alleged that the management took 
no care to participate and behaved rather contemptuously. The 
discretion to grant or not an adjournment and consequent 
discretion to proceed ex parte vested in the Asstt. Labour 
Commissioner and there is no evidence that it was exercised 
capriciously or maliciously. That was for the Government to 
examine whether the Asstt. Labour Commissioner submitted his 
failure report superficially or after making genuine efforts for 
conciliation. Reference cannot, therefore, be held invalid on 
such a flimsy ground. 

9. The second attack is that the reference is mechanical 
because it speaks of 'Jhagrakhand Coalfields’ as the employer 
when there is no such Coalfield. The plea is absuid and omits 
to take note of the correction of clerical error in the opening 
paragraph of the reference. 

10. The third attack is that Shri J. P. Srivastava is no more 
on the rolls of Jhagrakhand Colliery after being relieved 
from there on 18-7-1975, He is now borne on the rolls of 
Bijuri Colliery where he has been tt ansferred, Thus there is 
now no employer-employee relationship between Shri J. P. 
Srivastava and Jhagrakhand Colliery. How could there be an 
industrial dispute between such persons who are not within 
the concept of employer-employee relationship. This argument 
is again quite falacious. The reference relates back to the 
validity of the transfer order and when such order was passed 
employer-employee iclationshlp did admittedly exist between 
Jhagrakhand Colliery and Mr. Srivastava Moreover, the 
management has taken the plea that both (he collieries arc 
under the same management. This means that even if Shri 
J. P. Srivastava is the employee of Bijuri Colliery his employer 
continues to be the same common employer i c. the manage- 
ment of Jhagrakhand Colliery The icfcrence speaks of the 
management of North Jhagrakhand Colliery as the employer 
(whatever may he its extended field of aclivilv). It cannot 
therefore be said that there is no emplover-emplovee relation- 
ship between Shri J. P. Srivastava and the management of 


13. This Union raised the dispute before the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner. Government of India accepted it to be 
in existence. Hence a heavy burden lay upon the management 
to prove to the contrary. It has failed to discharge that 
burden. The argument that without being authorised by a 
mandate of the members in the form of a resolution Shri .T. P. 
Srivus'ava could not sponsor his own dispute as President of 
(he Union, has no force because no such plea was ever raised 
in the written statemcnt-cum-rejolnder and parties had no 
opportunely to lead evidence on that point. The propriety 
of such move by Shri J, P. Srivastava can be questioned only 
by the Union workmen and not hy the management.

n. Tn the case of Workmen Vs. Dharampal Prcmch.md 
(Snngadhi) (1965-I-LT J 668(673) Supreme Comt held that 
a dispute of 18 workmen espoused bv the union of which 
none el -e in that establishment was a member was an indus- 
trial dispute. The Supreme Court observed that : 


'll is not disputed that a muon of woikmcn may validly 
iaisc a dispute hs to dismissal even though il mny 
be n union of the minority of thc woikmcn employ- 
ed in an establishment/’ 


Tt is therefore held that all this live pronged attack on 
thc validity of reference fails and the pleas in that respect 
arc dismissed as fnvolous and untenable. 


16. This brings us to ihe question whether (ransfei was in 
bonafide discharge of mnnugctial functions and not in breach 
of service conditions because theic is abundant case law fiom 
which settled position cmeigcs out that employer is the best

judge of the way in which it’s man power should be distribu- 
ted (Canara Banking Corporation Vs. Vittal— -1963-IT-LLJ (SC) 
354); transfer is a light incidental to managerial functions 
(Marry Vs. Sclai Parai Estate-1 956-M LJ 343); it is an inter- 
nal arrangement of the employer ( Bareilly Electric Supply Co. 
Vs. Sirajuddin-1960-I-LLJ 556 SC); and the Tribunal shall 
not interfere if it is bonafidc exercise of power 

due to exigencies of the situation which the manage- 
ment shall deteiminc and if it docs not violate the 

service conditions of the employee or puts him to a disadvan- 

tageous position. 

17. In the present case the workman was governed by the 
service conditions laid down in clause 30 of the Standing 
Orders framed by the erstwhile owner. This clause 30 en- 
visaged transfers within the North, South and West Jhangra- 
khand Collieries. The service condition contained in Clause 
30 of the Standing Orders of the erstwhile owner remained 
protected under S. 14 of Coal Mines Nationalisation Act. 
Thus Shri J, P. Srivastava could be transferred only within 
the area of the three Ihagrakhand Collieries. Ilis transfer to 
an outside area like Bijuri Colliery was not envisaged tindet 
the service conditions applicable to him. Bijuri Colliery was 
lying closed for a long time and it was reopened only in 
the year 1975 when this workman was ordered to be tians- 
ferred to that Colliery. The service conditions never envisaged 
that after take over the new employer shall open a new 
mine and the employee shall be transferred to that place. In 
Kundan Sugar Mills Vs. Ziyauddin (1960-I-LLJ 766) Supreme 
Court said it is never the implied condition of scivice of 
a workman that the employer has right to transfet him to 
a new concern started by the employer subsequent to the 
date of employment of the workman. Applying this principle 
to the present identical situation it is held that the transfer 
is contrary to the service conditions applicable to Shri J, P. 
Srivastava. 

18. It is again not valid because it puts the employee to 
u disadvantageuos position. Firstly he losses the quarter. 
Miner's quarter which is being offered to him at Bijury has 
less of living space and there is water and electric power 
deficiency. Moreover his case has been forwatded to anomaly 
committee as per statement of Shri B. S. Saikhu, M.W.1, 
which has yet to decide whether he should be placed in 
Tirade 1 or Grade If. In case he is placed in Grade If the 
promotion will be a local affair and by his transfer to 
Bijuri Colliery he may lose that senior most position which 
he is occupying at North Ihagrakhand Colliery, This will 
retard his chances of promotion. Areawise seniority list is 
maintained only for promotion to special grade from Grade 
I and not for promotions from Gt-acle }} to Grade E In 
this way the transfer is likely to operate against his chances 
of promotion. Thus according to Clause 30 of the Standing 
Orders the transfer will be bad because it will onernte adversely 
on the service conditions of the workman. 


19. Shri J. P. Srivastava was working as Time Keeper 
Clerk at Jhagrakhahd Colliery. Il is said that for tile newly 
opened Bijuri Colliery the management required an experienc- 
ed hand. There is no evidence that no other experienced 
hand was available. Shri J. P. Srivastava is the President of 
the Ihagrakhand Workers Union. There should have been 
some more compelling reason to distuib such a piolectcd 
type of workman for placing him at a station where he has 
no footing and where his union is non-existent. It may, 
under the circumstances, smell of malafldes. A clerical job 
of marking attendance does not seem to be so onerous or 
important a task as may call for (he services of such an 
experienced man as Mr. Srivastava is, 


20. Considering all this factual and legal situation, I am 
inclined to hold that the transfer of Shri I. P. Srivastava 
from North ihagrakhand to Bijuri CoIIicrv vide Older ref- 
erred to in the Schedule of the reference was neither propet 
nor justified. Reference is answered accordingly.

This is a icfeience under Section iO(l)td) of the Indus- 
ti jiil Disputes Act, 1947, by the Government of India, Minis- 
try ot Luboui under Older No, L-20012/32/76/D111A, dated, 
New Delhi, 15-5-1976. It iclales to Shri Manik Chandra 
Pashi and Diljan Bhar, Mincis oi East Bhuggatdih Colliery 
of Messis Bhtuat Coking Coal limited Post Office Jharia, 
Dislrict Dhanbad, and the matter involved is the justifiability 
the action of the management in icfusing to provide light 
job to two concerned workmen. I he schedule of reference 
tuns as follows : — 

SCHEDULE 

"Whether the action of the management of East 
Bhuggatdih Colliery of Messrs Bharat Coking Coal 
Limited Post Office Jharia, Distiict Dhanbad in re- 
using to provide light job to S/Sbri Manik Chandra 
Pashi and Dilian flhar Miners on the ground of ill 
health is justified 7 li not, to what ielief are the 
workmen entitled 7" 

2. The Geneial Secretary, Khan Mazdoor Congress, by his 
letiet dated 2-12-75, raised an inditsliial dispute before the 
Assistant labour Commissionet (C), Dhanbad. when concilia- 
tion proceeding followed. The management, however, refused 
to provide the two concerned workmen with light job and 
thus concilialion ptocceding failed. The A.U.C, (C) submitted 
failure report of conciliation proceeding to the Sccietaiy 
to the Government of India, Ministry of Labour und then 
the present reference was made. 

3. Thete arc cerluin admitted facts in the reference. Manik 
Chandra Pashi was appointed us pick Miner on 3-11-67 and 
Diljan Bhar was also appointed as Pick Minei on 13-6-61 
Manik Chandra Pashi became victim of backache and Silica 
and Diljan Bhar of 1 ,B. as well as pain in his knee und 
both were under the treatment in the Central Hospital, Dhan- 
bad, for a considerable time. When they vvcie discharged 
the Medical Officer recommended light job on surface and 
advised them to attend the hospital periodically for check 
up and treatment. There was an agreement on 6-9 74 bet- 
ween the management of the Bharat Coking Coal Limited und 
the United Coal Work'ci s' Union representing the majotily 
of workmen by which Manik Chandra Pashi was to be pro- 
vided with light job for a pciiod of three months where- 
after he was to go to his oiiginal work. Similarly, Diljan 
Bhar was to be given light job for 6 months. As per 
agreement the management provided them with light jobs 
rind after the completion of three months in case of Manik 
( handra Pashi and 6 months in case of Diljan Bhar the 
management i of used to provide any light job and ditccted 
them to go back to their substantive iob where they did not 
report. When they ‘were refused light job they approached 
the Union which had enteied into an agreement on their 
behalf but they refused to take up their cause. Thereafter, 
thev approached the Khan Mazdoor Congress when Ihc 
present dispute was sponsored. 

4. Case of the workmen is that after expirv of the pciiod 
mentioned in the agreement advice of the Medical OfTicci. 
Central Hospital was not sought for regarding the health of 
the concerned workmen and having refused ‘to be provided 
with light job the management has thrown them out of em- 
ployment and thev are not in a state of health to join as 
pick minei s. \ccoiding to them it is incumbent upon (he 
management to pioviJc rhem with light job and Ihcii action 
in refusing them light job is unjustified. 
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5. On behalf of the management it is submitted that as 
number of light job available in a collieiy is always very 
limited, the management cannot afford to provide light jobs 
to all the post-treatment wotkers for an indefinite period. In 
fact sonic sorl of preference has to be given in this lcg.ird 
to the victim of mining accidents. It is fuither said that 
as per terms of the agreement they were piovidcd with light 
iob whenever available and after expiry of the pet iod men- 
tioned in the agreement they did not resume theii original 
duties, nor they ptoduccd any reliable medical ccitificate re- 
commending any light duties for extended peiiod. They main- 
tain that they ate under no obligation to provide light duty 
to any workman as a matter of light and theie fire no rules, 
legulations, statute, contract or agieemcnt to that effect. 

6. In support of the workmen's case, the two concer- 
ned workmen have examined themselves. Manik Chandra 
Pashi a s WW-1 and Diljan Bhar as WW-2. The manage- 
ment has examined Shri A. K. Srivastava Personnel Officci 
who wns attached to the East Bhuggaklth Colliery from 
December, 1972 to October. 1976 as Welfare Officer and 
thcreufer as Personnel Officer and he has also been sig- 
nntuiy to the agreement Ext. M-l. 

7. As the position stands the two conceined woikmcn 
were given light job under an agreement wherein the period 
was also fixed. Having taken advantage of the agreement 
it is not now open to them to turn tound and say thal they 
do not accept the agreement and they must lie provided 
with light job so long as Ihcy wish, ft n not disputed that 
they were under treatment in the Central Hospital and 
Manik Chandra Pashi was under tieatment for about 1 1 >2 
years. So far a.s the other concerned workman is, he admits 
that he had been cured of T.B. bill he has still pain near 
the leg. Thete is, however, no certificate or anything on 
their behalf recommending light iob to them for extended 
period. If they weie attending the hospital as advised by 
the physician had they been unfit to resume their duties he 
must have recommended light job on the surface for them. 
There being nothing on record to that effect it is very diffi- 
cult to hold in theii favour that they are still unable to 
work as Pick Miner. 


8. The agreement was arrived at on 6-9-74 and Diljan 
Bhar was given light job for 6 months and Manik Chnndia 
Pashi for three months. Manik Chandra Pashi has stated 
that he was put on light job for about a yeai. Dilian Rhm 
has not said ns to for how long he was given light job but 
he admits that he was on light job intermittently foi some 
time, certainly for mote lhan 6 monlhs 


9. Ccitain slips granlcd by Ihe Cential Hospital have 
been produced, five concerning Diljan Bhat and six foi 
Manik Chandra Pashi They have not bom marked exhibits 
hut T consider nccessaty to discuss them heie to see if 
actually they are not in a position to woik as Pick Mi.net 
The slip dated 3-5-75 relates to Diljan Bhar in which he has 
been advised surface duties. There is another slip dated 
1(1-4-75 in which he has been advised rest Ini font n onths. 
Although the advice was for 4 months the slip dated 3-5-75 
show's that he was advised surface duties and not rest. No 
period is mentioned herein. So far as Manik Chandra Pashi 
is concerned he was advised light duties on 11-11-75 and prior 
to that on 17-4-75. As r have said earlier no ccilificale 
was biought from Ihe Central Hospilal advising them light 
job after cxnlry of the period mentioned in the agreement , 
Therefore, the slips arc of no avail and do not make out 
a case in thc.ir favour for extended period of light job. 


10. Besides, undoubtedly it is not at all obligatory on 
the management to piovide (hem with light iob Tills as- 
pect of the matter was considered by the Coal Wage Roard 
and m Chapter 15 at page 47 Vol. I the Bo ml considered 
the suggestions on alternative light employment for dis- 
abled workmen and i ecommended that the Government should 
look into the matter and formulate a propei scheme to ensure 
that disabled workman weie provided with such alternative 
employment. But no scheme has been Earned bv the Ccnt- 
tnl Government so ftp and nothing has been done in this 
legat'd. Ptovision for light job is possible onh if ji 
available and memly because some woikmcn have been 
provided with light iob that cannot in ike out a ease in favour 
of these concerned woikmen. 
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11. MW-l has stated that when the two concerned work- 
men were put on light job they were working the diffeient 
types of jobs as and when available, He says fmther that 
they did not have light jobs with which they cun provide 
many woikmen, He says further that it is a fact that in 
the collieries many workme.n claim light job but there is 
no scope, It would thus appear that as the position stands 
the wor kmen have no right to claim light job and the manage- 
ment is under no obligation to provide them with any such 
job for an indefinite period. 

12. WW-1 has stated that he was on light jobs like Banks- 
man and Munshi and a permanent Munshi has been appoin- 
ted on that job and a casual workman has beer appointed 
as a Banksman. Duties of Banksman is of a highly skilled 
type as defined in Regulation 52 of Coal Mines Regulations, 
1957 as modified uplo 31st March, 1967, It does not seem 
possible that he could have been provided with that job. 
If the permanent Munshi has been appointed in his place 
he can have no grievance on that score. 

13. WW-2 Diljan Bhar has stated that he was woiking 
under ground pit on sampling work and subsequently 'ays 
that he was working as cleaning Mazdoor. This type of 
job is also of a highly skilled nature as we get fiom the 
regulation No. 51 of Coal Mines Regulations, 1957 as modi- 
fied upto 31st March, 1967. It does not seem piobable that 
a Pick Mirer could have been provided with such a job. 

14. The fact, however, remains that they were given light 
jobs for a certain definite period us recommended by Doctor 
and subsequently they were asked to go hack to their subs- 
tantive job to which they did not report. The action of the 
management in not providing light job cannot be said to 
be urjustilied in view- of the fact that lhe\ are undei no 
obligation to provide them with light job for an indefinite 
period. The contract between them and the employers 
was of service as a miner and that they have bioken, In 
n similar reference the award of which was published in the 
Oazetle of India dated July 19, 19 69 at page 3046 the Tri 
bunal had held that (he employers could not be compelled 
to provide the affected workman with light job on the sur- 
face. 

15. 1 am, therefore, of the opinion that the action of the 
management of East Bhuggatdih Colliery of M/s. Bhaiat 
Coking Coal Limited in refusing to provide light job to Shri 
Manik Chandrn Pashi and Diljan Bhar, Miners on the ground 
of ill-health is justified and they are entitled to no relief.

This is a icfeience undei Section 10(l)(d) of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, by the Government of India, Ministry of 
Labour under Order No. L-200I2/97/75-D. 1 1 1 ( A ) dated, New 
Delhi, 24-3-76 in which the two concerned workmen of Ram 
Kanali Colliery of Messrs. Bharat Coking Coal Limited are 
involved. It is concerning the action of the management in 
refusing work to the two concerned workmen with effect from 
4-6-73, The schedule of reference runs as follows: — 

SCHEDULE 

“Whether the action of the management of Ram Kanali 
Colliery of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Limited, P.O. 
Kntrasgarh, Distt, Dhanbad is justified in not pro- 
viding work to Shri Gopal Kiishan Sahai, Munshi 
and Snchi Kumar, General Mazdoor with effect fiom 
4-6-73 7 If not to what relief the woikmen con- 
cerned arc entitled 7” 

2. It appears that when the two concerned woikmen wcic 
not provided with job representations were made to the 
management and thereafter an industrial dispute was raised. 
The Assistant Labour Commissioner (C), Dhanbad, took up 
the matter and started the conciliation proceeding which, 
however, ended in failme and then a failure report was sub- 
mitted to the Government when the present reference was 
made. 

3. Od behalf of the workmen it is mid that Ram Kanali 
Colliery being a non-coking coal mine its management was 
laken over by the Central Government with effect from 
31-1-73 and M/s. B. C. C. ltd. was appointed additional 
Custodian General. Subsequently, it was nationalised wiih 
effect from 1-5-73 and M/s. B. C. C, Ltd. took over its 
ovvriership, management and control. 

4. Their case is that at the time of take over the two 
concerned workmen were in the list of employees as they 
were working prior to 31-1-73. Subsequently, they became 
the employees of die Bhaiat Coking Coal Limited under 
the Coal Mines Nationalisation Act, 1973. But without any 
i cason they were stopped from woik with cffoct from 4-6-73. 

5. They put in representations and the then Sub-Aicn 
Manager, Sub-Area No. V1T wiote to the General Manager, 
Area No. II to absorb them as they were already there in 
Form B Register. Even then they were not given any job 
and consequently Ihc industrial dispute was raised. 

6. Case of the management is that on the date of take 
over and immediately thercaftei the concerned workmen were 
Hot found in the colliery and reported for woik after a con- 
siderable lapse of time. They were allowed to work with 
effect from 14-4 73 piovisionally pending investigation and as 
it was found that they had bee" entered in Form B Register 
surreptiously showing the dates of appointment as on 7-6-71, 
the management treated them as inductees and did not piovide 
them with job. 

7. It is further said that the concerned vvoikmcn had not 
v.Oiked in die collier} during the whole of the year l f *72 
Sachi Kumar had not worked for any day befoic he was 
allowed to join provisionally on 14-4-73 and Gonnl Krishnn 
Sahai was entered in wage sheets of the week ending 27-1-73 
only by rntninul ibon in record. It is accordingly s u'd (hat 
he management wn; justified ir. refusing employment to the 
two concerned woil men

9. On behalf of the management MW-1, Bonus Cleik 
and MW-2, Shii Niipendia Yada\, Pei soma. I Officer, have 
been examined and bonus register of the veai 1973 has 
been proved by MW-I and mailed bxt. M-l and bonus registei 
of the year 1972 has been proved by MW-2 and mniked as 
Exl. M-l /l. 

10. Bonus Regislei is prepared on the basis of wage-sheet. 

At page 227 in Ext. M-l Copal Krishan Sahai is mentioned 
and it appears that on 6-9-73 he leeeived the bonus amount. 

At page 234 of the same Register bonus on behalf of 

Sachi Kumar, another conceincd woikmen, was received by 
his brother, PanchanuD Kumar. It may he mentioned Ihut 
Panchanan Kumai, brother of Sachi Kumar and Bulram Pra- 
sad, biothcr of Gopal Krishan Sahai were working in lhe 
colliery from the lime of the ex-owner, 

11. Tn Ext. M-l/l which is for the year 1972 there is no 
mention of lhe name of the two concerned workmen which 
means that they did not receive the bonus of the whole of 
the year 1972. 

12. Nothing httR been brought on record on behalf of the 
concerned workmen that they were member of the provident 
fund scheme and except Ext. W-2 and W 3 no document 
has been produced or. their behalf to show that they were 
working in the colliciy from the time of ex-owner and take 
over and nationalisation of the coal mine in question. Ext. 
W-3 is the diary of the year 1973 produced by Gopal 
Krishan Sahai which shows that he was working as an under- 
ground Murshi. Undoubtedly, it supports his case that at 
the time when the management of the collieiv was taken 
over and at the time, of nationalisation as well the concerned 
workman was there in the colliery and Woikimj in that capa- 
city. He says that he was appointed ir Match. 1969 and 
worked till June, 1973. No appointment letter has been 
produced. But it is a matter of common knowledge that at 
the time when the collieries were in private hands esciything 
wa H done in irregular manner viz. appointments were made 
ertirely bv the owner at his will, employees were discharged 
on his whims. Form B Register used to be in the custody 
of the owner’s own man. every employee was not made 
member of the provident fund scheme and even evciy emp- 
loyee was not given bonus. There is one instance available 
on record which will show how the cx-owners were mnnu- 
pulnting the documents and maintaining them according to 
their own sweet will. 

13. We get fiorn lhe evidence of MW-I th it in the fiist 
quarter of 1973 bonus was paid to 209 employees hut MW-2 
says that for the first quarter of 1972 only 37 employees 
were given bonus. We get front the evidence of this witness 
that he was appointed in 1969 and woiked in the colliery 
concerned till 1974 and he has wiitten Ext. M-l/l. He 
admits that a Welfare Officer was appointed only when the 
strength in the mire was npto 500. It means Ihut in 1972 
when he was working as Welfare Officer undoubtedly only 
37 persons could not have been there woiking in the mine. 
It shows that Fxt. M-l/l is not a document on which any 
reliance can he placed and merely because the two concerned 
workmen did not find mention in this bonus register it can- 
not lend to an it resistible conclusion that they were not in 
fhe employment in lhe colliery in the year 1972. 

14. Position, therefore, comes to this that no leliance can 
be placed on Ext. M-l/l and in 1973 in the fiist quarter lhe 
two concerned workmen got their bonus. There is nothing 
surprising if ihcy have rot got appointment letter and they 
weie not made members of the provident fund scheme. To 
me it appears that as the cosilion is case of the workmen 
stands on a much better footing and in view of the fact 
they had received bonus in the fiisl quarter of 1973 and MW-1 
Gopal Krishan Sahai was maintaining Diary as an Under 
Ground Munshi in 1 973 % it becomes certain that Ihcy were 
there ir. 1973 and there is no material for a conclusion that 
they were not in employment in 1972 or earlier. 

15. MW-1 was Bonus Clerk from 19th Augiisl. 1971 to 
15th April, 1976 nrd he says that the concerned workmen 
were not working in the colliery prior to the Inking over 
of (Ire management. He admits in cross-examination that 


lie hud no knowledge about the stiength of the colliciy prior 
to lOlli August, 1971 and he cannot say what was lhe stiength 
of the employees of the colliciy on the dale he joined and 
thereafter. He cannot say if at lhe time of the ex-owner 
all the pcisons working in the colliery weie not in the list 
of employees and he cannot say if only few of ihem were 
allowed lo contribute to piovident fund. He has stated that 
he used to make posting ir the Bonus Register only on the 

basis of wage sheets given to him. It would thus appear 

(hut his evidence is of negative nntuie and one thing is clear 
that bonus Rcgisler produced here cannot be iclied upon 
as there is no wage sheets to support them. 

16. So far as MW-2 is concerned, he says that before 

31-1-73 the two concerned workmen had never worked in 

the colliery and he wrote the Bonus Regislei Ext. M-l/l 
on lhe basis of wage sheets. As i hu\e alieady said enriiei 
wage sheets have not been produced, lie has stated that wage 
sheets used to be verified on the basis of Attendance Register. 
That register has also not been produced. It seems that 
merely because no complaint was made to him legaiding 
non-paymert of bonus to lhe two concerned workmen in 
1972 he is of lhe view that the two concerned workmen were 
not there in the colliery in the year 1972. To me it appears 
that his evidence does not carry us anywheie 

17. The two important materials in favour of the workmen 
arc the Bonus Register of 1973 and Diary of 1973, Ext, W-l 
and Ext. W-3 respectively. Ther ihere i' the letter Exl. W-2 
daled 12th June, 1974 which speaks a volume in their favour. 
This letter was written by the Sub-Area Manager to the 
General Manager, Area No. II Si] ua on the lepreseniation 
of Gopal Krishan Sahai, Munshi and Shi i Sachi Kumar 
General Mazdoor. Sub-Aiea Manager has staled that on 
verification it has been found that the formet was employed 
as Munshi and the latter as General Mazdoor at the West 
Ram Kanali Colliery at the time of take over and after 
take over they weie allowed to continue to work in their 
Respective capacity casually. He says further that on verifica- 
tion of Pay Register it is found (hat Shi i Gopal Krishan Sahai 
had put in 47 days of attendance and Shri Sachi Kumar 36 
days of attendance upto the date of stoppage of their work. 
The Sub-Area Manager has further said in the letter that 
in Form B Register the two concerned workmen were found. 
On these materials he recommended to the Geneial Manager 
that as tho two concerned persons were genuine workers of 
the colliery, they should be taken into employment if not 
regularly at least ort casual basis, 

18. On behalf of the management it is said that on inves- 
tigation il was found Unit they were inductees and accord- 
ingly they were refused employment. There is nothing on 
record regarding that enquiry. Tt is only the statement made 
by the management in their written statement unsupported by 
any document. 

19. Thus, while on behalf of the two concerned work- 
men there ate documents on record, on behalf of the manage- 
ment there is nothing of substance and important materials 
(o support their case have not been produced. 

20. Therefore, in my opinion, there was absolutely no 
justification in stopping them from work with effect from 
4-6-73, The jobs done by them were of permanent r.alure 
and they could not have been inducted on those jobs unless 
they were actually there working as genuine employees since 
long. Besides, if they were there at the time of nationalisa- 
tion they could not have been refused employment against 
the statutory right which had been created in them under 
Section 14 of the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1973. 

21. That being so, action of the management of Ram 
Kanali Colliery of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Limited, P.O. 
Katrasgarh, Distt. Dhanbad is not justified in not providing 
work to Shri Gopal Krishan Sahai, Munshi and Sachi Kumar, 
General Mazdoor, with effect from 4-6-73. They are entitled 
to reinstatement and back wages for the idle period from 
4-6-73 til] the date of reinstatement. 

This is my award.

AWARD 

The Government of fndia, Ministry of Labour by order 
No, L-120I2/96/75-D. f](A) dated the 20th July, 1976 in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub- 
section (1) of Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
has refeired an industrial dispute existing between the emp- 
loyers in relation to this Bank of Baroda and their workman 
Shri K R. Mehta. The dispute is “whether the action of the 
management of the Bank of Baroda, Bhadtan Branch, in ter- 
minating the services of Shri K. R. Mehta with effect from 
Ihe 19th December, 1974 is justified 7 If not to what relief 
is the said workman entitled 7" 


2. Having regtnd to the picliminaiy point raised and dis- 
cussed below, it will not be necessary to set out the fuels in 
detail, Suffice it to say that in respect of the termination o! 
service of the same Shii K. R. Mehta with effect from the 
19lh December, 1974 as previous refeience had been made 
by the Government of India, in the Ministry of Labour, which 
was icgistcicd by this Tribunal as Refeience No. CGIT-38 of 
1975. While lefening the matter for adjudication to the Tri- 
bunal the order of Government of India stated that an indus- 
trial dispute existed between the employeis in relation to the 
Bank of Baroda and their wotkman. During the course of 
hearing two pielirainaiy points were urged, The first was that 
no valid demand was made by the workman Shri K. R. Mehta 
on the management before commencement of Ihe conciliation 
proceedings the next objection was that no industrial dispute 
existed between the Bank on one side and the workmen on 
the other since neither workmen nor any of the unions func- 
tioning in the Bank espoused the cause of workman concerned. 
Decision on the first point centred lound the letter dated 
the 20th December, 1974 written by the workman to the 
Bank. The Tribunal held that though the letter wag not 
couched in strong terms but it was nothing short of a demand 
made on the management. On the second point the Tribunal 
found that no industrial dispute existed between the Bank and 
its woikmen. ft held that an individual dispute cannot become 
an industrial dispute under Section 2<K) of the L D. Act un- 
less it is espoused by the union or workmen or majority of 
workmen employed in the establishment and a demand is 

printed by the manager,

made by eithei of them pnoi to the commencement of the 
conciliation proceedings. Jn tha above circumstances the Tri- 
bunal by award dated (he 1st May, 1976 held that the reference 
made by the Government was not competent and accordingly 

i elected it . 

3. The piesent reference as aheady stated above was made 
on the 20th July, 1976. 

4, T he preliminary objection that has been taken on be- 
half of tile Bank of Baroda is that the Award dated the 1st 
May, 1976 in Reference No. CGIT-38 ol 1975 was received 
by the Central Government and it was published by notifi- 
cation dated the 17th June, 1976. The Award being in force 
and no notice for its cancellation having been given undei 
Section 19(6) of the Act, it was submitted that no fresh dis- 
pute could be raised. Jl is also the Bank’s contention that no 
demand having been served on the management there can be 
no industrial dispute within the meaning of Section 2(K) of 
the Act. 

5. The learned Counsel on behalf of the workman strongly 
mged that the previous reference was not disposed of on 
merit and as such did not bar the present reference. In support 
of his contention he placed reliance on the Management of 
Bandavapura Sahakarn Sakknre Knrkhana Ltd v. State of 
Mysore and others IF.L.R. 1968 (17) 425). What had hap- 
pened in that case was that when on the second time adjourn- 
ment was asked by the workmen the prayer was tefused and 
the Tribunal disposed of the refeience observing : “From the 
Charter of demands it is clear that the fust Party has to 
establish their right to those demands. The attitude adopted by 
the Secretary indicates that 'he Firse Party woikmen were not 
very keen about piosecuting this case. I, therefore, find that 
the First Party has failed to substantiate the Reference. Foi 
the above said reasons the Reference fails and the same is 
rejected". This was on the 8th August, 1967 and this was 
treated by the Government as an award and published in 
the Gazette. Theieafter Government made another reference. 
It was held in the above case that “Fven when the workmen 
wore placed ex-parte the Tribunal was not absolved of its 
duty to make its determination on the industrial dispute 
which it was called upon to decide. The determination which 
Section 2lb) of the Act speaks of is adjudication on merits. 
Rejecting the lefercnce on the ground that the first party 
(Union) has failed to substantiate the reference is not valid 
disposal; and is no bar to a fresh reference". It will be noticed 
that the fads of the present case aie entirely different. It was 
after hearing the parties fully and considering the points 
raised that the Tribunal made an Award and it was not an 
ex-parte affair. 

6, Law as to the maintainability of the second reference 
has been laid down in sub-Sectionx (3) and f6) of Section 19 
of the Act. Under sub-Section (3) of Section 19 an Award 
shall, subject to the provision of ihe section, remain in opera- 
tion for a period of one year fioni the date on which the 
award becomes enforceable undei Section 17A. Under sub- 
Scction (6) notwithstanding the expiry of the period of opera- 
tion under suh-Seetion (31, award ‘hall continue to be bind- 
ing on the parties until a period of two months has elapsed 
front the date on which notice is given, by any parly bound 
by the award to the olher party oi parties intimating Its inten- 
tion to terminate the award. Thai these provisions are manda- 
tory will apnear from the decision of the Supreme Court in 
Aluminium Factoiy Workers’ Lin ion v. Indian Aluminium Co. 
Ltd. (1962. T, f LJ, 210) and in Bangalore Woollen, Cotton and 
Silk Mills Company L'd. v. Their workman and another (1968, 
f. LLJ, 54.5). It will also appear from this latter case that be- 
fore the Tribunal only two preliminary objections were raised 
and the Tribunal recorded its findings thereupon. Even then 
the Supreme Court held that bar of Section 19(6) was fully 
attracted, fu my opinion, thercfoie, although the previous 
reference decided the micstion that there was not industrial 
dispute provisions of sub-Section (6) of Section 19 Operates 
as a bur to the present reference. For the leasons given above 
the reference made bv the Government of India, Ministry of 
Labour by its order No. I -12012/96 /75-D-lltA) dated the 
20th July. 1976 is ip'-pmpeten( and it is accordingly rejected, 
but in the circumspmccs without any costs,
